Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  iinnual  Report  for  1966. 

The  district,  covering  93j 005  acres,  has  two  d esignated  industrial 
areas  in  the  south,  adjoining  Norwich  County  Borough,  and  close  to  the 
most  heavily  populated  part  of  the  Rural  District, 

In  these  industrial  areas  are  substantial  premises  in  which  a  vd.de 
variety  of  manufacturing  processes  are  car^ded  on,  including  the  making 
of  plastic  vessels,  electrical  components,  shoes,  coachbuilding  caravans 
and  refrigerated  vehicles,  crackers,  tinplate,  wire-netting,  electronic 
organs,  furniture,  soft  drinks,  printing  and  general  engineering.  There 
is  a  modern  -wholesale  bakery  and  a  number  of  premises  concerned  with  the 
distribution  of  provisions  and  other  goods,  as  well  as  a  British  Road 
Services  Depot  and  heavy  vehicle  maintenance  depots.  In  brief  the 
industrial  estates  present  a  broad  cross  section  of  British  industry. 

In  the  rural  parts  of  the  District  the  main  industry  is,  of  course, 
agriculture  and  associated  services,  such  as  agricultural  engineering, 
animal  food  processing,  fertiliser  manufacturing  etc.  At  Gt.  ./itchingham 
there  is  what  is  probably  the  largest  Tux’key  breeding  establishment  in  the 
country.  There  are  other  smaller  establishments  for  the  production  of 
turkeys  and  other  poultry  in  other  parts  of  'bhe  area. 

In  the  Broads  area,  boat  building  is  carried  on,  and  at  Aylsham  a 
small  factory  produces  radio  components.  At  Lenv/ade  there  is  a  large 
establisliment  manufacturing  pre-scressed  concrete  products  and  compononts 
for  industrialised  houses,  whilst  Drayton  is  the  headquarters  of  a  very 
large  firm  of  builders  and  public  works  contractors. 

There  are  extensive  gravel  'workings  in  various  parts  of  the  District 
and  some  chalk  pits. 

Scsne  of  the  domestic  blocks  of  the  fomer  St.Faith^s  n.n.F,  Station 
have  been  adapted  as  Halls  of  Residence  for  the  University  of  East  nnglia. 

The  Crematorium  at  St. Faiths  serves  a  laiye  area  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk.

A  Public  Local  Inquiry  wars  held  frcm  8th  to  28th  March  into  object¬ 
ions  by  the  local  authorities  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Local 
Lovernment  Commission  for  Ln;;J.and  for  the  extension  of  the  area  of  the 
County  Borou^ii  of  Norv/ich  to  include  substantial  parts  of  the  adjoining 
Aural  Lisoricts.  So  far  as  the  St.  faith’s  and  Ayl sham  nural  District 
v.as  concerned  it  was  proposed  to  transfer  the  v/hole  of  the  parish  of 
Hellesdon,  the  greater  part  of  Catton  and  Sprowston  and  small  parts  of 
St,  Faith’s,  Drayton  and  Spixs/orth,  representing  y/o  of  the  area  of  the 
District  but  nearly  5C^o  of  the  total  population  and  well  over  5^^  of 
the  rateable  value » 

The  Minister  issued  his  decision  on  11th  August,  I966*  whilst 
accepting  that  Norwich  needs  a  substantial  area  of  land  to  meet  housing 
needs  over  the  next  tv/enty  years,  he  decided  that  ia  vie;;  of  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Local  C-overnment,  his  decision  should  be 
no  more  than  an  interim  one  to  provide  the  City  with  undeveloped  land 
suitable  for  development  for  all  purposes  in  the  next  few  years.  He 
therefore,  decided  to  transfer  to  Norwich  only  a  certain  area  of  un¬ 
developed  land  in  Forehoe  and  Henstead  R,D.,  and,  so  far  as  the  St. 
Faith’s  and  nylsham  District  v/as  concerned,  the  area  of  Horsham  St, Faith 
airfield  purchased  by  the  City  Council  and  the  area  lying  between  this 
and  the  present  City  boundary.  It  was  intended  that  this  transfer 
should  take  place  on  1st  April,  I968.,  The  area  concerned  includes  some 
88  dvjellings  and  nearly  60  commercial  and  industrial  buildings,  compris¬ 
ing  about  of  the  total  rateable  value  of  the  District. 


The  provision  of  mains  services  has  proceeded  slov/ly.  It  is 
regrettable  that  due  to  delays  and  forced  change  of  plans  saae  areas 
still  a 'wait  sewex‘s,  the  provision  of  which  ;/as  approved  in  19'^5  Ly  the 
Council, 


xj.  piped  'w^ater  supply  has  been  provided  in  more  villages. 

The  provision  of  Council  housing  accommodation  amounted  to  6 
bungalo'ws,  and  the  v/aiting  list  grov;s  longer  and  longer.  In  the  immediate 
post-v;ar  years  there  was  a  marked  rise  in  the  birth  rate.  There  is  an 
increase  in  the  teenage  marriage  rate,  hence  the  post  war  "babies"  are 
now’’  married  and  needing  homes  of  their  o\;n.  Elderly  people  live  longer 
hence  more  accoiiimodation  for  this  age  group  is  neoded.  Houses  that  are 
beyond  repair  at  reasonable  •  cost  also  moan  more  names  on  the  housiag 
waiting  list.  It  is  hoped  that  19^7  will  be  a  more  inspiring  year  in 
this  field.

The  estimated  mid  year  population  v/as  32,330  an  iiicrease  of 
1,380  over  the  I963  population. 

There  v/ere  919  births  of  \jhich  43  v;ere  illee;,itimate  and  there  v.'ere 
567  deaths,  giving  a  natural  increase  (births-deaths)  of  352.  Hence, 
1,228  new  residents  took  up  their  abode  in  the  area  in  1966. 

The  illegitiiiiate  live  bii'ths,  4.^1  of  total  births,  remains 
appro zjciraately  the  same  as  in  the  past  2  years  namely  4-34  4.7^o 

in  1963  and  I964  respectively. 

There  were  15  still  births  and  3  infant  deaths  under  1  week  giving 
a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  19,2,  This  compares  favourably  with  that 
for  England  and  viales  of  26,3  hut  is,  of  course,  the  mortality  rate 
idiich  is  and  will  ai/ays  be  the  hardest  to  reduce.  Only  constant 
attention  to  good  antenatal  and  perinatal  care  can  ensure  that  the 
infant,  having  survived  the  birth  process,  continues  to  thrive. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  367>  giving  an  adjusted  death 
rate  of  9*8  per  thousand  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and  .;ales,  I 
am  happy  to  report  that  again  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths.

Of  the  total  deaths  87.1/c.  occurred  over  the  age  of  53*  kl of 
deaths  occurred  in  the  75  years  and  over  age  group.  Only  4I  people 
under  the  age  of  45  died  duid-ng  I966.  Of  these  10  v/ere  infant  deaths, 
2  others  v/ere  due  to  congenital  laalf omations  and  5  v;ere  deaths  duo  to 
accident  of  which  four  were  riotor  vehicle  accidents. 


Coronary  disease  is  the  oociuonest  disease  affecting  one  organ 
19.^0  of  all  deaths  v/ore  due  to  coronai^^  disease,  that  is  approx inately 
1  in  5  deaths  is  caused  by  this  disease.  Last  year  the  incidence  was 
slightly  Iq.ver  1  in  5*7-

Cancor 


There  uqtq  103  deaths  from  oancer,  that  is  l8^o  of  all  deaths. 

Of  all  cancer  deaths  2T/c  .-ere  due  to  cancer  of  the  lun{i.  -*s  a  cause 
of  death  %  of  all  deaths  \;ore  due  to  lun^  cancor.  The  age  groups 
raainly  affected  were  53  -  64  years  (lO  deaths)  63-75  years  and  over 
(11  deaths).  In  these  same  age  groups  coronaiy  heart  disease  caused 
21  and  38  deaths  respectively.  Hence  though  5/^  of  all  deaths  v/ere 
duo  to  lung  cnacer  in  1966  as  canpared  v/ith  in  I983  death  from 
coronary  heart  disease  affecting  as  it  does  a  younger  age  group 
presents  a  greater  prohlem. 

The  follo.^ing'dible  showS  the  age  incidence  of  these  t\/o  major 
killers  of  middle  age  and  the  first  years  of  retirement.

It  is  well  Imovvn  that  there  is  a  strong  correlation  hetween  cigarette 
smoking  and  both  those  diseases.  Has  the  man  v/ho  dies  of  lung  cancer 
escaped  death  from  tuberculosis  only  to  succomb  to  the  irritant  effects 
of  the  carcDnogens  in  cigarette  smoke?  For  there  are  those  patients  nho 
have  died  of  lung  cancer  who  v/ere  l'aio\rn  to  have  had  a  tuberculous  lesion 
in  the  lung.  In  other  words,  are  some  people  more  susceptible  to 
pulmonary  damage  than  others  i_xposed  to  the  same  risk 

As  yet  there  is  no  confirmation  of  this  hypothesis. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  patient  likely  to  die  of  coronary 
tiirombosis  is  the  one  who  "needs  to  smoke".  The  stresses  of  a  teclinological 
society  disappear  in  cigarette  smoke  and  affluence  brings  its  ov/n  affliction.

Measles 


The  figures  demonstrate  the  biennial  incidence  of  the  disease. 


The  outbreak  occurred  mainly  in  tv/o  of  the  fr  ,nge  areas  adjoin¬ 
ing 'the  City  of  Nor.jich.  The  infection  c;ntinued  from  npril  to 
August  but  by  September  had  subsided.  The  preventive  measures 
introduced  in  the  schools  eventually  had  their  effect  but  the  out¬ 
break  caused  a  great  deal  of  extra  \/ork  in  the  department.  Tribute 
must  be  paid  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  continued 
efforts  and  f  or  the  good  liaison  established  '.^ith  Head  Teachers, 

The  origin  of  the  outbreak  \/as  not  proved  conclusively.

During  I966  there  v/ere  3  deaths  from  eulmonary  tuberculosis,  7 
patients  recovered  and  15  v^ere  removed  fram  the  register.  Pour  new 
cases  vv'ere  notified  and  there  were  sixteen  in\/ard  transfers. 


B.C.C,  Vaccination 

Norfolk  County  Council  offer  B,C.&.  vaccination  to  all  13  year 
old  children.  Vaccination  gives  some  protection  against  tuberculosis. 
The  menace  of  tuberculosis  has  been  much  reduced  by  improved  living 
standards,  as  well  as  by  better  methods  of  detection  and  treatment 
but  there  is  still  the  uiilenoracase  in  the  5O  years  and  over  age  group. 
Hence  preventive  measures  to  safeguard  the  vulnerable  group  of  teenagers 
are  still  valuable ,

Primary  immunisation  against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus 
(triple  antigen)  and  poliomyoli wis  is  ccmmenced  in  the  third  month  of  life 
and  completed  in  the  fifth,  L  i-einforcing  dose  of  triple  antigen  is  given 
at  18  months  of  age(that  is  13  months  after  the  priuiary  course,  by  which 
time  the  iLnmunity  requires  "boosting"  to  ii^ive  adequate  protection), 

**  reinforcing  dose  of  diphtheria/tetanus  antigen  is  given  at  3  years 
of  age  (i.e,  on  school  entiy)and  a  further  reinforcing  dose  at  10  years 
of  age.  Where  the  prinaiy  course  of  prophylaxis  is  caamenced  at  a  later 
ago, these  reinforceing  doses  are  given  at  3  year  intervals  from  the  date  of 
the  priTxiaiy  course.  It  is  essential  in  an  agricultural  area  that  hmaunity 
to  tetanus  be  maintained  at  a  high  level.

It  is  not  possible  to  detemino  precisely  the  iinmunisation  state 
of  the  area  from  the  above  fiyires  but  it  would  appear  that  there  is 
room  for  improvement.  This  unfortunately  \.'ill  probably  always  be  so, 
especially  in  the  case  of  Smallpox  vaccixiation  ’uher^  it  is  so 
essential  that  vaccination  be  porfoi’med  in  the  second  year  of  life. 

In  these  days  of  air  travel  it  is  the  duty  of  all  parents  to  protect 
their  cliildron  against  infection.  Vaccination  after  contact  \dth  a 
case  of  smallpox  may  be  too  late  to  give  protection. 

The  School  Health  Service  and  Handicapped Pupils  jtefiulations  1953 


These  regulations  provide  for  the  medical  inspections  of  all 
children  during  thoperiod  of  compulsory  school  age.  There  are  at 
present  three  inspections;  on  entr^?',  at  appro^dmately  10  years  of 
age  and  in  the  penultinato  year  of  school  attendance.  This 
necessitates  the  visit  by  the  School  Itodical  Officer  annually  to 
each  school.  Any  defects  found  are  ..'ef erred  to  the  general 
practitioners  for  further  investigation  and  treatment. 

-aoucine  screening  test  of  hearing  is  carried  out  on  all  six 
year  old  children,  iuiy  child  found  to  have  a  hearing  loss  is 
referred  for  full  audiometric  investigation  and  treatment.  Vision 
is  tested  routinely  and defects  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Department, 

Provision  is  made  for  special  inspection  at  more  frequent 
intervals  of  all  handicapped  jpupils . 

Dental  inspection  and  treatment  is  provided  for  all  school 
children.

Under  Soctions  22-23  following  provisions  are  nade:- 

Tho  care,  including  dental  care,  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  children  under  5  years  of  age  not  attonding  primary  schools.  This 
section  includes  the  pi-ovision  of  Child  welfare  Centres,  a  list  of 
uhich  is  appended.  The  hedical  Officer  visits  for  the  purpose  of 
vacciiiation,  immunisation  and  routine  medical  examination  of  uell 
babies.  The  assessment  of  tho  development  of  the  babies  means  the 
early  detection  of  any  deviation  from  normal,  and  this  in  turn  can 
lead  to  early  treatment  and  maybe  the  prevenoion  of  a  serious  handicap. 
There  are  those  babies  ii  'i/hom  the  operation  of  genetic  factors,  adverse 
antenatal  or  perinatal  factors  place  them  "at  risk"  of  developmental 
abnormalities.  It  is  only  by  continued  observation,  careful  recording 
and  critical  appraisal  of  collected  data,  uhat  it  may  be  established 
that  these  adverse  factors  referred  to  above,  have  had  an  effect  upon 
the  ba^y.  ./hen  such  a  c-jiidition  can  be  3ho;m,  then  the  next  step 
is  to  prevent  this  damcage;  often  a  very  difficult,  and  in  some  cases 
with  our  present  knov7lodge,  impossible  task. 


It  has  been  said  that  Child  b'elfarc  Clinics  are  no  longer  necessaiy 
Indeed  'they  are  more  than  ever  needed.  A  non  mother  in  a  nev/  house  on 
a  nev  estate  can  be  a  very  lonely  person.  ..rt  the  ./elfare  Centre  she 
can  meet  other  nei/  mothors  and  learn  rhat  other  people  have  rjroblems. 
Much  preventive  mediciie  and  preventive  psychiatry  can  be  done  by 
informal  talks,  short  fiii  shows  etc.,  f.iveii  by  trained  staff.

SLxlUG-HTamOUSES 


There  were  six  licenced  Slaughterhouses  in  the  District  during 
the  year,  hut  a  small  one  ceased  to  operate  after  the  Christmas  period 
and  it  i^/ould  -appear  -that  it  is  unlikely  to  re~open  for  slaughtering, 

39  licences  wore  issued  to  Slaughtermen  under  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Acts. 


MS/.T  /l^D  FOOD  INSPECTION 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  v/as  considerably  less  than 
that  for  1963  showing  a  decrease  of  11,670  animals.  This  v/as  on 
the  number  of  pigs  killed  and  reasons  given  by  the  trade  were  lack 
of  supply  of  pigs  in  the  markets  and  'poor  trade'  on  the  London 
meat  markets.  All  animals  known  to  have  been  slaughtered  during  the 
year  were  inspected. 

The  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment)  Regulations  I966  came  into  force 
on  the  1st.  October  and  these  provided  for  the  control  of  hours  of 
slaughtering  by  agreement  with  the  trade.  In  addition  it  became 
obligatory  after  the-.31st.  -October  for  all  meat  to  be  inspected  before 
it  left  a  slaughterhouse. 

Negotiations  v/ere  successfully  concluded  Tdth  all  slaughterhouse 
owners  except  one,  for  the  discontinuance  of  Sunday  slaughtering. 

The  remaining  slaughterhouse  ov/ners  could  not  agree  with  the  Council's 
proposals  and  it  became  necessary  to  determine  the  hours  in  this  case. 
An  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  A.griculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was 
outstanding  here  at  the  end  of  the  year.

As  you  are  aware  no  systematic  inspection  of  poultry  has  been  carried 
out  in  this  district  but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  operated 
during  the  coming  year. 

All  establishments  have  their  ovn  system  of  inspection  but  as  the 
size  of  the  establishment  decreases  so  does  the  effectiveness  of  this 
system. 

As  I  reported  to  you  it  will' be  impossible  under  existing  conditions 
to  give  10(>7  inspection  but  I  consider  that  with  the  co-operation  of 
owners  the  inspection  of  ’suspect’  birds  at'  the  end  of  each  day  is  a 
feasible  proposition  and  can  be  incorporated  into  the  daily  work  of  the 
District  Public  Health  Inspectors'. 

'The  standard  of  hygiene  within  th'e  establishments  varies  from 
very  good  at  the  large  establishments  to  average  at  the  Pr.aller  ones, 
wjaarflh  as  a  consequence  the  latter  lic.ve'  received  the  greater  number 

of  visits  during  the  year.

There  v/as  no  serious  contravention  relating  to  food  premises. 

One  complaint  was  received  of  tv^o  meat  pies  being  purchased  from  a 
shop  within  the  Council’s  area  V;/hich  proved  to  be  mouldy  and  unfit 
for  huiaan  consumption.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  shop 
keeper  had  only  recently  acquired  the  premises  and  was  unaware  of  the 
restricted  ’shelf  life’  of  this  commodity.  A  'warning  was  given  in 
this  case. 


I  reported  last  year  on  a  similar  occurance  and  it  would  appear 
that  the  manufacturers  of  these  products  (who  must  be  aware  of  the 
changeover  of  oivner),  do  not  give  sufficiently  clear  instructions  on 
the  restricted  'shelf  life'  of  their  commodities. 

Three  of  the  smaller  bake-houses  closed  down  during  the  year  and 
it  would  appear  that  the  days  of  the  small  village  baker  are  likely  to 
be  short  and  that  the  large  bakeries  are  taking  over  the  supply  of 
bread  in  these  areas.

Health  (Slum  Clearance  and  Improvement  Grants)  Committee,  within 
the  Parish  of  Honingham.  Thus  the  year  was  again  a  very  slow 
moving  one  as  far  as  slum  clearance  matters  vjere  concerned. 

Action  taken  during  the  year  consisted  of  the  making  of  5 
Closing  Orders,  21  Demolition  Orders  and  the  rescinding  of  tvra 
demolition  orders  after  the  houses  had  been  satisfactorily  repaired.

Summary  of ^^ction  taken  during  the  last  9  years 

The  year  under  reviev/  was  an  improvement  over  1965  ir.  that  it  was 
possible  to  make  21  demoli  ir'.on  orders  compared  \;ith  none.  However, 
only  one  parish  out  of  the  v/ithin  the  district  was  completely 
surveyed  and  the  uncatisfactoiy  properties  inspected  by  the  Slum 
Clearance  Sub-Committee,  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  w'ork  of 
surveying  and  reporting  at  an  increased  rate  will  be  possible 
during  1967*  This  work  of  necessity  must  work  in  conjunction 
with  the  Council's  house  building  programme,  otherwise  it  means 
that  ' hD'Use'S  ’o-n- which  - there  are',  orders  of  one  kind  or  another 
remain  occupied  for  far  too  long,  with  the  property  deteriorating 
as  each  year  goes  by.

During  the  year  the  Counoil  approved  proposals  for 
Dis cretionaiy  Grants  in  respect  of  23  houses  and  the  promised 
grants  amounted  to  £8,636,  14s.  lid.  Applications  in  respect 
of  only  one  property  Vva,s  refused,  as  the  cost  of  conversion 
v;as  comparable  vd.th  that  of  providing  a  nev/  dvi’'elling,  l/fork 
at  21  houses  was  completed  during  the  year  and  the  amount  paid 
was  £7,627.  7s.  9(i. 

Approval  was  given  for  Standard  Grants  in  respect  of  96 
houses,  and  the  maximum  amount  of  grants  that  could  be  paid 
was  £20,184.  9s,  6d.  4  applications  were  v/ithdrawn  (2  of 

these  obtained  Discretionary  Grants), 

■^7ork  at  79  houses  was  completed,  and  the  amount  of  grants 
paid  was  £13,733.  Is.  3d. 

Once  again  the  number  of  Discretionary  Grant  applications 
and  total  araount  of  grants  approved  decreased  from  that  of  the 
previous  year  as  did  the  amount  of  grants  paid  out  for  work 
completed. 

It  seems  that  v/ha.t  I  reported  to  you  last  year,  that  the 
Higher  Standard  Grant  v/as  more  favoured  by  house  owners  and 
builders,  has  been  borne  out  during  the  year.  The  number  of 
Standard  Grants  v/as  the  same  as  the  year  before  though  the 
amount  that  could  be  paid  was  higher,  thus  reflecting  the 
increasing  costs  within  the  building  industry. 

Two  Standard  Grants  v/ere  approved  following  representations 
by  tenants  for  the  Council  to  require  the  owners  to  carry  out 
works  of  Improvement,  In  both  cases  folloYving  informal  action 
by  the  Council,  the  owners  agreed  to  carry  out  the  work  and  in 
one  case  v;ork  Yjas  under  wny  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  disappointing  that  more  tenants  do  not  take  advantage 
of  the  fa,ct  that  they  have  this  right  of  securing  works  of 
improvement  if  the  house  they  occupy  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
In  addition  landlords  who  invest  capitc„l  in  carrying  out  works 
of  improvement  to  their  properties  are  entitled  to  claim  12^yo 
increase  in  rent  on  their  share  of  works  of  improvement.  This 
is  not  an  inconsiderable  return  for  money  invested. 

However,  the  fact  that  100  houses  were  improved  with  the 
aid  of  grants  mthin  the  district  during  the  year  though 
disappointingly  small  in  number,  does  give  cause  of  satisfaction 
in  the  Imowledge  that  at  least  some  of  these  houses  have  been 
saved  from  the  slum  clearance  programme  for  many  years  to  come. 
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SCixVEN&ING- 


No  alterations  were  made  in  the  collecting  service  during 
the  year  and  it  remains  at  21  parishes  receiving  v/eekly  and  27 
fortnightly  collections. 

During  the  year  three  50  cubic  yd,  modem  compression  "type 
refuse  vehicles  were  brought  into  use,  serving  the  parishes  of 
Catton,  Hellesdon,  Sprov^ston  and  the  remaining  built-up  parishes 
within  the  District,  These  have  no  doubt  proved  their  v;orth 
in  that  conditions  whilst  loading  have  improved  and  the  collectors 
are  now  able  to  be  transported  in  comfort.  The  difficulty  of 
operating  with  the  small  side  loaders  when  the  larger  vehicles 
are  off  the  road  being  serviced  is  particularly  noticable  on 
these  rounds.  It  is  obvious  with  the  increasing  bulk  of  refuse 
that  the  use  of  the  small  side  loading  vehicle  is  unsatisfactoiy 
except  in  the  case  of  the  more  rural  pa.rts  of  the  District, 

The  increasing  bulk  of  domestic  refuse  continued  as  in 
previous  years.  The  volume  of  refuse  collected  was  98 >450 
cubic  ya.rds  compared  with  83,590  cubis  yards  for  I965  end  7^,340 
for  1964,  This  increase  can  also  be  attributed  to  the  fact 
the.t  767  new  dwellings  were  erected,  plus  industrial  and  commercial 
establishments . 

Disposal 

Tips  were  operated  during  the  year  at  Rackheath,  Attlebridge, 
Burgh,  Reepham,B ooton  and  Buxton,  The  one  at  Buxton  w^as  brought 
into  oneration  during  the  year  and  those  at  Burgh  and  Racklieath 
became  completely  filled  and  tipping  v^as  discontinued.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  these  tips  Y;ere  awaiting  final  levelling  and 
covering  over.  The  tip  at  Boot on  was  discontinued  during  the 
yea,r  when  the  pit  v;as  only  half  full  follo'wing  complaints  from 
parishioners.  It  w''as  unfortunate  that  this  pit  was  located  so 
cl'-se  to  the  highv/ay  and  in  full  view  of  the  public  eye. 

Under  the  decentralised  policy  it  became  evident  that  a  new 
tip  was  reoyiired  near  the  fringe  areas  tov^ards  the  Eastern  part 
of  the  District  but  unfortunately  no  pits  or  a.reas  of  land  suitable 
for  tipping  v;ere  available. 

It  is  obvious  that  with  the  growth  of  housing  development 
some  form  of  treatment  \7ill  be  necessary  in  future  years  other 
than  ti]pping.  Incineration  is  probably  preferable  but  the  cost 
of  such  plant  is  very  liigh.  Investigations  were  made  into 
treatment  plants  during  the  year  but  with  no  result. 

Night soil 

This  service  operated  as  in  I985  v/ith  two  teams  of  two  men. 

The  amount  collected  was  again  reduced  being  386,000  compared 
with  562,500  in  1965  and  655,00  in  I964.  This  reduction  is 
brought  about  by  connections  to  sewers  and  daprovements  being 
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carried  out  vd.th  the  provision  of  the  septic  tank  drainage 
systenu  Also  during  the  year  action  was  taken  to  secure  the 
provision  of  flush  toilets  at  properties  which  could  be 
connected  to  existing  sew'erage  systens  and  by  the  end  of  the 

year  nearly  all  such  properties  were,  or  virere  due  to  be  so 
connected.  ’ 

the  year  one  of  the  Council*  s  Cesspool  Eiaptiers 
\vas  adapted  to  receive  Nightsoil  contents  by  the  provision  of 
a  hopper.  This  proved  ver^'-  successful  and  it  was  decided  to 
have  this  equip-nent  provided  on  a  new  Cesspool  Emptier  to  be 
delivered  in  1967,,  V'/hen  this  vehiicle  is  delivered  it  will  no 
longer^be  necessary,  pt  in  cases  of  breakdovm,  to  operate 
the  existing  old  veh.ac.les  wlriich  were  purchased  around  1950. 

Cesspool  Empty:'  n r, 

The  number  of  loads  reriioved  by  this  service  increased  again 
over  tha,t  of  the  previous  year  and  tliis  number  is  no’w  approaching 
the  peak  reached  before  the  Eringe  parishes  Sewerage  Scheme  came 
into  operation.  It  should  be  realised  that  our  Cesspool  lorries 
removed  nearly  9  million  gallons  of  cesspool  contents  during  the 
year  nearly  all  of  which  had  to  be  conveyed  by  road  to  discharging 
points  u,t  our  refuse  tips.  To  put  this  in  perspective,  this  is 
slightly  less  than  half  the  total  amount  of  v/ater  supplied  from 
your  Salle  water  installation  during  the  whole  of  I965. 

Tne  difficultly  of  disposing  of  the  effluent  was  not  so  acute 
as  in  1965  but  the  closing  doim  of  the  Booton  refuse  pit  had  an 
adverse  effect  in  this  direction.  The  number  of  loads  of  effluent 
from  tne  parisn  of  Cawston  had  overnight  to  be  transported  more 
than  three  times  the  previous  distance  with  the  consequent  affect 
on  tim.e  and  cost. 


It  was  decided  during  the  year  not  to  carry  out  the  emptying 
of  cesspools  at  new  poultry  and  farm  establishments,  due  to  the 
pressure  of  v/ork  from  private  premises,  and  because  of  the 
detrimental  effect  this  effluent  has  on  the  vehicle  exhauster 
pumps  due  to  overheating.

It  w'a,s  found  during  the  year  that  bb^rfarin  based  poisons  were 
not  as  effective  against  mice  as  desirable,  a,ccordingly  I  purchased 
a  bait  called  Alphakill  specifically  for  mice  and  this  has  to  the 
end  of  the  year  proved  very  effective. 

In  the  suimiier  of  I966  the  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  Hev/itt  was 
absent  from  work  because  of  sickness  for  approximately  six  weeks. 

This  fact  brought  the  service  to  a  standstill  and  it  v;as  only 
during  the  last  two  v/eeks  of  his  absence  that  the  services  of  a 
rodent  operator  on  loan  for  two  half  days  per  week  v/as  secured 
from  Norwi-ch  County  Borough  Council, 

As  a  result  of  this  brea-kdown  e.nd  in  viev/  of  Mr,  Hewitt's 
age  it  W'as  decided  to  appoint  an  additional  operator,  and  Mr.  R.  Daynes 
was  mployed,  ly  the  end  of  the  year  it  vje.3  very  obvious  that  this 
was  a  sound  policy,  in  that  delays  in  follov/ing  up  complaints  v;ere 
very  much  reduced.

The  proposals 
have  unfortunately''  been  complicated  by  the  face  that  it 
has  been  agreed  '.vith  the  fats'cock  Marketing  Corporation 
to  take  a  larf.,e  /olume  of  was'ce  from  their  slc:;Ughterhouse 
111  the  village  o  1  am  hopeful  that  these  j_jroblems  can  soon 
be  resolved  and  o'ur  pi'oposals  submi'oted  to  the  Ministry 
in  1967. 


4 .  Drayton  and  Taverham 

It  will  be  recalled  what  in  1963  the  Council  approved 
my  proposals  for  the  provision  of  a  major  sewage  treatment 
works  to  bo  siced  at  Spixivorcn^  che  Vl'iiole  scheme  providing 
for  the  main  drainage  ox"  these  Cv/o  villages  together  with 
a  number  of  others  in  the  central  mi’ea  of  the  district, 
following  discussions  with  'the  Norfolk  County  Council,,  it 
v7as  finally  agreed  that  'we  should  re-open  inves titrations 
"^vith  the  Norrcch  Coi’poration  regarding  the  possibility  of 
the  sev/age  flow  from  Drayton  and  Taverham^  together  uith 
Horsford  and  felthorpe  being  dischaiL'ged  to  'the  City 
se'v^erage  system  at  Hells  sdon  Mill .  following  these 
investigations  'v/ith  the  City  Engineer’s  department  it  was 
found  that  they  tiers  11017  in  a  position  to  take  the  antici¬ 
pated  flow  from  these  villages  and  thus  reverse  tneir 
■pi’evious  decis'ion  made  in  1964®  ks  a  result  the  Council 
agreed  to  withdra'w  their  original  outline  scheme  and 
submit  proposals  to  the  Ministry  for  the  se'vtering  of 
Drag'tD  iij  Taverham,  Horsford  and  ultimately  Eelthorpe  to 
the  Norwich  City  se.verage  system.  The  preparation  of 
these  revised  proposals  has  been  completed  in  outline  and 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  their  investigation. 

The  provision  of  main  drainage  in  the  three  major  villages 
concerned  is  a  matter  of  considerable  urgency  fox’  various 
reasons,  and  1  am  most  anxious  Lhat  our  proposals  should 
receive  the  approval  of  the  I'iinistry  in  time  for  'bhe 
necessary  contracts  to  be  placed  by  the  end  of  19o7» 

During  the  year  proposals  'i/ere  prepai''ed  and  carried  out  for  the 
laying  of  new  foul  and  suiface  \/ater  sewers  at  Burgh  Noad,  Aylshara,  These 
ne'w  seviers  will  allow  for  the  diversion  of  the  existing  sewers  in  the 
area  prior  to  the  o.evelopment  of  a  large  housing  estate  adjacent  to  Bur<;;h 
Road.  The  housing  developer  agreed  v/ith  the  Council  to  make  a  major 
contribution  towards  the  cost  of  this  'work. 
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It  was  intended  during  the  year  to  carry  out  general  mproveinents 
to  the  facilities  at  the  heephani  treatment  'eorkSs  hut  m  vie^  o 
financial  restrictions  during  the  year  the  Council  decided 
ur.  ent  Vvork  of  re  :airs  to  the  footpaths  and  steps  could  he  cariied  ou 
immediately.  Tenders  for  this  ..art  of  the  proposals  have  been  accepted 
end  work  eill  commence  in  the  New  Year.  I  hope  tne  position^  .;ill 
_mirove  sufficiently  for  the  remaining  -ork  to  he  carriea  ouo  in  l^b?.

A.  NoxW'.'ich  Corporation  area  of  supply^  compiioing  25 
parishes  forming  the  eastern  and  southern  parts  of 
the  district  v.ith  an  area  of  LY,  086  acres  and 
containing  about  B6^o  of  the  population  and  9^9^  of 
its  rateable  value, 

B.  This  Council's  area  of  sujjplyj  com^ji’ising  23  pcixishes 
■Hith  an  area  of  45,919  aoi’es,  but  oontainins  only  some 
14^0  of  the  population  and  %s>  of  the  rateable  value  o 
bhe  district. 

no  major  works  have  been  oai-ried  out  in  the  Council's  area  of 
during  19&6.  During,  the  year  four  minor  extensions  to  the  existing  ma^s 
were  laid  and  details  of  these  are  contained  in  Appendix  3.  Appenaix  5 
also  inaioates  the  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  ^ 

Council  sources  during  1966.  Comparable  iigures  for  1965  . 

substantial  rise  in  consumption  during  the  year  and  alxhouf^  uio  .aiious 
sources  are  at  present  adequate  to  meet  this  increasing  aemand 
position  at  Salle  particularly  must  be  kept  under  careful  observation. 

Throughout  the  year  regular  samples  for  bacteriological  exambration 
-were  taken  from  the  mains  in  the  Council's  area,  and  the  amjority  of 
-these  -were  found  to  be  exoellanc.  In  oerta-ln  cases,  'where  suspicious 
or  unsatisfactory  results  -.were  obtained,  repeat  samples  were  caken 
following  the  flushing  of  the  mains,  and  these  gave  satisfactoi-y 
results.  In  the  case  of  the  Ringland  supply  a  number  of  unsatisfactory 
results  -./ere  obtained,  and,  followisig  a  period  during  \pich  we  ^ 
attem-pted  to  improve  the  position  by  pumping  from  the  bore  to  waste,  the 
Council  agreed  to  the  provision  and  installation  of  a  onlorinator. 
Following  the  ins-tallation  of  this  equipment  fui-cher  samples  have  hee 

satisfactory. 
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In  the  Nor5;7ich  Coirporation  area  of  supply  the  new  mains  v/hich  have 
been  laid  to  serve  the  village  of  Belau^h  'were  broU;,ht  into  use  during 
the  year.  The  City  iiater  Department  have  also  carried  out  a  number  of 
contracts  in  the  district  for  the  laying  of  new  mains  to  au^^ment  oxistmg 
supplies  and  i^.n  particular  these  included  the  laying  of  a  new  maia  from 
Sprowston  to  Horstead.  This  ne\v'  main  made  available  for  the  first  time 
a  supply  of  imter  to  Crostv/ick  and  duriig  the  year  mains  u’ere  also  laid 
to  serve  G-t.  Kaufaois  Road,  and  St,  James,  Coltishall,  and  Stanninghall 
Lane,  Horstead.  At  long  last  agreement  has  been  reached  on  the 
provision  of  a  main  to  serve  Shorihorn  Road,  Stratton  otrav/less, 
it  is  anticipated  that  \jork  vrill  commence  very  early  in  19^7 .

During  the  year  1,88k  nev/  plans  were  deposited  for  Tov/n  Planning 
pennission  or  Building  he^pilation  approval,  compared  v/ith  1,936  appli¬ 
cations  in  1963.  The  number  of  inspections  carried  out  under  the 
Building  Regulations  uas  9^898  compared  v/ith  7^824  in  I965. 


During  the  year  7^7  d./ellings,  including  six  Couiicil  dnvellings, 

..ere  completed,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  648  \.'ere  in  course  of 
erection.  These  figures  comparB  ..'ith  738  dv/ellings  caipleted  in  I963,* 
and  684  in  course  of  erection  at  the  end  of  1963*  These  figures  indicate 
that  the  pace  of  neu  building  in  tine  district  continues  as  rapidly  as 
ever,  and  financial  restrictions  during  the  year  appear  to  have  had  only 
a  slight  and  temporary  effect.  Although  the  number  of  applications  has 
decreased  slightly  many  of  them  are  for  large  and  extensive  proposals, 
and  the  task  of  building  control  continues  to  be  a  considerable  burden 
on  the  department. 


Rev/  Building  regulations  came  into  force  in  February.  They  are  of 
necessity  more  complex  than  the  old  Byelaws,  and  'bhis  has  inevitably 
increased  tine  volume  of  w'ork.  In  particular  many  more  applications 
have  to  be  referred  back  to  the  developer  for  ameniient  befoi'e  approval 
can  be  recommended.  In  addition  a  good  deal  of  development  has  taken 
place  in  parishes  ..here  main  drainage  is  available.  This  involves 
agreement  with  the  developer  for  the  provision  of  new  se\/ers  and  the 
consequent  supervision  of  the  work,  all  adding  to  the  duties  of  the 
ent_,ineering  staff.
